ALARM IV EXCLAXD 


The recent speech of Lord Salisburf of 


England before tho Primrose banquet 
marks in an emphatic manner the unrest 
those who are at the head of England1! 
affairs feel. The premier of England ad- 
vising publicly the formation of ritie 
•clubs, publicly notifying Ireland the mis- 
take made in permitting -the Transvaal 
to arm and gather munitions of war 
would not be repeated, urging the neces- 
sity of military precaution, that it could 
be "made in no better way lhan by form- 
ing ritle clubs, since conscription was out 
of the question, is a signification to all 
Englishmen • that ,lhc • world is arming' 
against them; -that is, the European 
world. 


It must be admitted the great powers 


have uo love for the English people. In 
no foreign land has the subject more real 
liberty and his voice more felt in the gov- 
ernment than in England, In no foreign 
land has the press more power and more 
range without the slightest hindrance 
than in England, 
Tho French republic 


may be raked through with a tine -tooth 
tomb, all the other alleged republics 
closely sorted and examined, and in not 
one ot' them can bo found the existence 
of that liberty so prized by an American 
citizen. England comes the nearest, and 
as a fact, barring a titled aristocracy and 
the name of Queen, England is virttianlly 
and has been a republic. 


Lord 
Salisbury 
appears 
profoundly 


moved by ihe feeling that a deep seated 
feeling against England exists among the: 
nations, and he says: "That root of bit- 
terness against England, which 1 am un- 
a-ble to explain, may be mere caprice to 
satisfy tht; exigencies of journalists to- 
day, or .it may indicate a deep-seated 
feeling which later we may have to reck- 
on with. There can be no security nor 
confidence in the feelings or sympathy of 
other nations except through the 
effi- 


ciency of our own defence and strength 
Of our own right arm. Everywhere the 
power of otl'en.-e i» increasing, and who 
knows but all tiiese things limy be 
united in one great wave to dash upon 
our shores!" 


Therefore lie urges the right arm of 


England, the loyalty of her people, to 
rallv for the coming onslaught und by 
tho'formation of rifle, clubs and military 
discipline prepare themselves :or what 
he opines is surely to come. 


But in all this there i.-. a moral for 


England, for if it be true, mid it likely 
is true, that as Salisbury says the ma- 
terial for aggression yearly increases in 
power, ii. must be admitted England has 
been one of the foremost powers of the 
earth in arming and always keeping 
afloat the most 
formidable navy on 


earth, and if not as large an army, cer- 
tainly as effective un array for its num- 
bers- It might be asked, what part of 
the earth has been silent from the con- 
quering forces of England, of her strong 
arm, and if the nations of the earth have 
learned valuable lessons, it cannot now 
be wondered at. 


There is no'doubt whatever if attack 


comes -the English people will fight, a; 
the nations will find to their cost. While 
it is improbable any foreign power could 
ever rind a lodgment upon English soil 
of any permanent, nature, and i-t may be 
seriously doubted even of a temporary 
nature, yet a concerted attack by a num- 
ber of nations may embarrass England, 
make her a great deal of trouble and ex- 
pense, and may perhaps ia the end de- 
prive her of some of her outside posses- 
bions. 
Hut it will bo only temporary. 


The lesson thus taught England may be 
necessary in the economy of the Divine 
government, that the world be made 
better and. the errors of a great power be 
corrected. 


A GENEROUS COVERKMKXT. 


Mo country in the world is paying 


fcuch attention to the comfort of its men 
and officers in the navy as the Unite; 
States. The delay in the construction o 
tho new battleships has been attributed 
to various causes, one the question of thf 
plating, another that of the, shcathings o 
ihe bottoms of the vessels or not, and 
etill anr-ther 'that of the question of laun 
dry. It now seems thai all the delay ha: 
not been without some compensation, fo: 
it has permitted ihoae to be heard whos 
welfare- is most concerned, that is, whos 
comforts are involved, and the conse- 
quence is 'that the laundry question ha 
been settled by the adoption ot an ai 
yangomont by which wmplctfl and vor. 
commodious 'laundry plant* are install? 
on oa-eii of tho new war vessels. Th 
officers' laundry will be fitted with ol«< 
trieal machinery and laundry appliance 


'highly appreciate! by.the officers. Not 
"tinly is tho government so thoughtfully 
looking out for th'? comfort .of its ofli- 
cers by establishing laundry plants upon 
its war vessels, but .Trill • hereafter also 
enlist laundrymen as a part of"the equip- 
ment, and when it is added--! that .such 
laundrymen only serving"to do the wash- 
ing for the officers are to receive higher 
pay than are the men who-'serve the 
guns, and also a higher'rating; it will be 
seen that American naval officers are the 
best cared for of any nation in-the world. 


• It mig-lit be asked, have .not the men, 
those who 'work the big guns'-and do hhe 
work, also a laundry t To tliis natural 
question it will .have to .be 'regretfully 
admtited that they have not. .The sailor 
boys and the gunners and all the high 
privates will do their washing" as hither- 
to, on first principles. As we have a 
billion dollar country, perhaps there is 
nothing more to be said ab'put it, but 
still there are people who. might ask, why 
does not the government, which so very 
generously provides -war vessels -with 
$10,000 laundries, .at least be., generous 
enough to provide the men >ith laun- 
dries, though of course .with less extrav- 
agance of 
fittings? Then ifc-.;'might be 


that the dignity of the ofnoejs would 
not be so inixmso, that there would be no 
danger 6f fracturing the universe if-the 
men's laundry, was done in---the ship's 
laundry upon some different .days than 
that on which were the officers. 
Thus 


tho expense of »n additional laundry 
mifrht be saved.

BXPKDITIXG PATENT ISSt'ES. 


A rxilent coui't i»-now 'being advocated 


..-hich will do away with the so-called in- 
terference c'ascs. That this be brought 
about it would -be necessary for congress io 
enact suc'h »,law. as would make all ncc- 
e.isary provisions io this end. The new 
tribunal or court, would judicially 3ie*r 
cverv case in w'hich 'the patent commis- 
,-ioiicr had declared an interference, and 
ic'.ir it. promptly and give' these- cases 
which so sorely 'hurass inventors ajirompt 
itteiition. The decisions would'be re- 
lorted .to the patent commissioner who 
-ivould-be obliged -io accep't the report and 
a-wwd -the patent accordingly. 


These interference oases are quite nu- 


merous and arise in consequence of rival, 
claims to priority in invention. It is not 
generally known by the. public but the 
first application does not.fcy any means 
mean it will secure 'the patent, on ihe 
contrary it is not at «vll unlikely but 
that the first, applicant may discover lat- 
er on i'lrat others -have been first with 
the same idea and made1 application for a 
patent, while he was dreaming, of the 
.wealth to conic from hU -na'tent, the in- 
ventor's dream, which is seldom realized. 


Thus when one' application run* up 


against another und this despite ihe pre- 
liminary search on the part of the patent 
office clerks in the first -place, or the ef- 
forts of the inventor to ascertain il any 
have 'been before him, it. is called an in- 
'terfcrence ease,, and nn . interference is 
•accordingly declared t'o exist -by-the'pat- 
ent commissioner. This first claim is de- 
•fca'ted sometimes because after the ap- 
pjication had been made another comes 
in'and proceeds to prove 'he has put hi» 
idea to ac/tuiU practice, nnd tliis is in"e 
point that wins the cose. The testimony 
is liporcl pro «incl con nnd the commission- 
er In tlip best of -lih ability tries 'to do 
justice. So t-lip preponderance of tes-ti- 
inonv as to the priority of the invention 
de'termines the mind of the patent office

TH.VT'JriNXESOTA DECISION. 


One poinfshould not be lost sight of in

This may be so, that the moment pos- 


session is acquired our sovereignty per- 
vades every pore of the new territory 
But it still remains for congress to gov- 
ern any such; -to give it such fonn o 
locc.l government .as it pleases, so long 
as unv such government does not con 
diet with the source of that same power 
congress gels all of its power. In short 
congress can rise no higher than it! 
source, and as a fact must give our pos 
sessions a constitutional form of loca 
government. It certainly has a right to 
Arrange for tariffs, and in other way 
arrange for the people of the added pos 
session to obtain revenues. But the prop 
osition that every island added to our do 
main is necessarily a prospective sUt< 
is of itself in conflict wirfi the assertci 
sovereign powers of the American people

In 1832 congress 
gave $7,500 to «id in the securing of the 
Garfield sUtuei and in 1884, $30,000 for 
site and pedestal.. In ISSfl $40,000 .was 
"ivcii for site and pedestal for the Han- 
cock statue, mid in 1891 $10,000 more was 
made available for the completion of 
pedestal and fftntiie. "the former appro- 
priation also made available fcr statue."

To implore his countrymen, to 


n-.vake to the perils constantly menacing 
•their great cmpiro and , its. existence ift, 
tho very moment when a long period ot 
patient waiting had been -replaced by 
jubilation over Roberts' successful .ad- 
vance was an expedient surely bereft of 
the first principles of politics, especially 
considering the approach of the election!1, 
tliat Salisbury's own supporter.-, believe

spoke.

So 
amazing and so interesting had been Siil- 
Jsbury himself, as revealed-this week, thu-t 
broad and—from the standpoint of othei 
nations—far more important and sensa- 
tional features of speech pushed almost 
u'nnoticed, 
\Ycrc the premier of .any 


other European state to get up in these 
times of wars and rumors of war and 
urge the people of so eminently a eom- 
jnereial race to accustom -thi'inst-lves to 
the use of firearms, and to p.-tuWi.->h rifle 
clubs in every city, village and hamlet, 
there would run -through Europe such a 
shiver of fright and such vivid anticipa- 
tion of hostile intentions ami deva,-tat-

here. In the spring or summer of 183o 
Joel Sage sottlsd on the west side of the 
river, in what is now called Sage -town. 
At that time thn above named pel-sons 
composed the entire population of what 
is now the city of Rncmc. Other^per- 
=.ons, whose enterprise led them to seek 
their fortunes in the far west, soon fol- 
lowed: nnd thus, slow at first, but sure, 
comment-ed the settlement of Racine.

Piper of Dover The Journal has been 
shown a copy of The Racine Daily Jour- 
nal of date' Wednesday, April 11. I860, 
being !No. 32 of Volume 3. The Journal 
of that date was taken by the lady's 
grandfather, C. W. Larriboe, and pre- 
served by the family, but. unfortunately 
a 'half sheet, the lirst and fourth pages. 
But from appearances this most interest- 
ing pages, containing editorial and local 
matter, with several columns of adver- 
tisements. 


The ne.w interest law is given, which 


reduces the rale lit which interest may be 
contracted for from 12 to 10 per cent. 
Chapter '24fi of the state laws is pub- 
lished, which purport to be an act, to 
amend an act to incorporate the city of 
Racine, approved August S. ]8<IS, and the 
several acts amendatory thereof. In this 
amendment the council is to be com- 
posed of one aldurman from each ward, 
and the elective officers aldermen, mayor, 
suhool commissioners, marshal, city clerk, 
assessors, city treasurer, president of the 
'Board of Education, and chief engineer 
of the Fire depurtraent.

sa-lary of the chief engineer is fixed at 
$50.00 per year, president of the Board 
of education $150.00. city clerk $r>00.00. 
city treasurer $2(10.00, assessors $50.00. 
It is stipulated that no city superintend- 
ent of schools, city comptroller or city 
attorney shall bo hci-ci>.fler elected, but. 
the president of the Board of Education 
shall be sx-offieio superintendent of the 
city schools, the eity clerk ex-officio city 
comptroller, and -the city council 1;o em- 
ploy such attorney from time to time as 
it deems proper. 
It is stipulated the 


mayor, acting mayor, aldermen, school 
commissioners and marshal shall receive 
no salaries.

Item 2 of seciion2 provides that $7,000 


shall he the annual sum raised for school 
purposes, but that all fines and license 
money received shall be credited to this 
fund; $.")()() and no more shall be annually 
raised by tax for repairs of the harbor 
piers east of individual- property lines; 
S.jOO is allowed for the repairs of bridges 
S.IOO is allowed for the. -lire department, 
and out of this $500 come? the salary of 
the chief engineer arid of the two assist- 
ant engineers, tho -two latter to receive 
$2-">.00 yearly each. For the contingent 
fund $200 is allowed. Another provision 
provides no person shall be eligible to 
more than one elective city or ward office 
at a time, and another that no member 
of tlie eity council or Board of Education 
shall be a party to or interested in any 
contract with, or in any work done for 
the city, and any contract.in wliio-h any 
such member shall be interested shall be 
null and void. 


This act. is signed by W. P. Lya-n, 


speaker of the assembly, and But-Ter E. 
Noble, lieutenant-governor, president of 
the senate, and is approved of date March 
30, I860, by -uie governor, Alex. W. Ran- 
dull. 


To yet a goodly number of our old pio- 


neers these reminiscences will bring up 
memories by no means yet dimmed. 
Traces of tlie above amended city incor- 
poration act may be found in the present 
city charter, and if salaries arc muoh 
higher no fault can be found, since the 
city of Rac-ino has increased in popula- 
tion from 7,S22 in 1860 to 2-1,885 in 1895, 
and to-day probably 30,000.

The-editor re- 
joices over tho fact some subscriber has 
stepped in and paid three 'months in ad- 
vance, and hopes thos-e whp owe the paper 
from three to eighteen months will come 
in and pay up. In another item, headed 
"Tall Snipe Shooting," the reader is told 
how John Deakors, R. C. Tatc and W. E. 
Strong bagged, near Silver Lake, 253 Eng- 
lish snipe, and on Friday, after 4 o'clock, 
forty more, making in all 293 birds. The 
ammunition of tlie party gave out, or 
tliev could easily, says the account, have 
bagged another 
hundred. Tho editor 


vouches for -the truth of the story, as he 
says th-e birds were all counted in his 


office. 


Probably tho most singular feature of 


the paper is that alter-the official publica- 
tion of the act announcing the city in- 
corporation law, duly attested, is a state- 
ment of the editor that after all, perhaps 
nil the 'efforts of -Che citizens -to 
re- 


duce the enormous and extravagant ex- 
penditures of the city, that the eity char- 
ter has not passed the legislature, and 
that tie information is conveyed in a 
private note from Wm. H. Waterman, 
Esq., to S. Ritchie saying "The Racine 
city'charter has not passed; only a small 
amendment." But the-editor hopes for the 
best, and. that the law lias certainly not 
been published, and if it is not, within 
three or-four days, it may as welL not 
have been passed. Then follows the mys- 
terious words: "There is a great responsi- 
bility somewhere, and of -such a. nature 
as will not easily be laughed on. It will 
bedtime to move in a day- or two. The 
legislators think they have got us. Open 
your eyes_ and be ready for them." 


It is m-o-bable 'that chapter 240 as de- 


taileed may have been the small amend- 
ment referred to, but still the editor says 
in another paragraph that he has a com- 
munication from Mr. Lyon stating that 
'•the new charter did pass both branches 
of the legislature," and that the amend-, 
ment published as the law did not pass, 
and that the publication i>f these amend- 
ments as the law must be an error of the 
clerk.

1899.

crop of 1800. Thu aggregate•,.a'pi;ia;s 
production In 1899 amounted-to ?-.?2r>v 
407,000 bushels, a decrease ot 195,63?,- 
000 bushels, or a little less than 7' per 
cent from the crop of 1898: but, com- 
pared with the average of the four 
preceding years, 1SW to 3898-a com- 
parison -which is obviously more satis- 
factory—the 1890 production shows an 
increase of nearly (i 1-3 per cent, or, 
expressed In quantity, of 101.833,000 
bushels.
